The Iealth Hoard's consultation about cholera pro-
cautions yesterdny morning lasted until nearly noon.
Much of thy imé was consumed in detalls colofilaved
to Increase the eficlency of the disinfecting corps.
Severnl physicluns of the summer corps Wers wlded
to the atalf whose duty 18 to overlook the work of disin-
fegtion In houses {n which susplcions deaths or coses
of sickness are found. Those medical men also will
take turns in watehing the lnmates of houses known
10 have been infectad and will send to the hoapital
withont delay such persing as exnift sympoms of
1 cholern. Five addigonnl distnfedors  wers
appolnted. Two new wngons and needed  supplies
for the disinteeting corps were purchased. Extm
horses nnd harness and additional stable room Wwere
provided, 1t was ngreed to aslk the vil Service
fioard for an ellgible Ust from which twenty-five
additionnl phystzians conld be appointed femporarily
a8 ngsistant santtary 1nspectors. A resolution was
pussed requesting the Boanl of Pollee to establish
special posts nt esch house in which pamons die from
cholera or from which cholers putients are removed,

Coroner Bchultze was prosent at the amemltation
and nssured the Health Board that he and his asso-
clates would give prompt Infwmation of Biupectad
deaths from chelern which wers peported first &t
the Coponer's oMiea. It was arranged that when a
oroner or deputy eoromer found a susplelons case
of death from diarehoeal trouble, which had not been
reported to the Health Beard, he wou¥l immediately
wend information to Dr, Roberts, at the Hurean of
Manta#d M , and a policeman to Keep
strangers away from the plaee of death.
